Day Law Upheld 

A decision was handed down by the 
atate Court of Appeals today up- 
holding the Day law ao far bs it 
affects coeducation of white ami 
black pupils in public and private 
institutions, but the Court holds that 
the provision requiring such schools 
to lie at least twenty five miles apart 
is an unusual exercise of the police 
power of the state and is not a valid 
provision. A further discussion of 
the decision will appear when the full 
text of the decision is made public.

Then came an interesting exhibi 
tion by the Sewing Department. To 
the tune of "Coming Thru tho Rye" 
one section of tho girls gave some 
practical sewing rules, while the 
other showed how to put them in 
practice. Mr*. Hill, from the liack 
of the tabernacle put questions aa to 
important points— healthful position, 
right sort of chairs, preparation by 
clean dresses and hands, etc., which 
were answered by the class in con- 
cert. Then one section sang, to a 
familiar German melody, a song des- 
cribing how they had torn their 
dresses, but, having been in Mrs. 
Hill's sewing class, were able to re- 
jmir them. 

An interesting half hour was given 
to students of the Farmers' Course. 
Roliert Horton prescribed the culti 
ration of Alfalfa and Clover, which 
euriches pocr ground, with the most 
necessary nitrogen, for the curing of 
poverty in lioth land and people. 
John Blackburn wanted to see pros- 
perity, in tbe shape of high grade 
stock, on every farm, however small. 
There is much more lost by meana of 
jwor stock than the extra coat of 
good stock would amount to. Robert 
Speoee showed that the extra cost ol 
havi«g freight hauled over bad roads 
was much more than the taxes neces- 
sary to maintain good roads would 
amount to — in short that we abso- 
lutely cannot afford to have bad 
roads The Model School class gave 
a recitation, amusing as well as in- 
structive, to show that there's "More 
in the Man than there is in the 
Laud," that the right sort of a man, 
with energy and intelligence, will 
make almost any kind of land pay. 
This section of the program was 
concluded by the singing of the 
"Glory Song" by Mr. Gamble. 

The exercises of the Normal, Acad 
ercy and Collegiate departments 
followed. One of the speakers of 
tbe afternoon who had attended many 
Commencement occasions in many 
places, said that he had never seen 
any freer, more confident delivery 
than our Berea students showed. We 
are proud of them. The famous 
Hallejujah chorus waa rendered by 
the Harmonia Society as a beautiful 
climax to this part of the program. 

The names of the winners of the 
prize Bible* were announced, the 
Bibles having not yet arrived, to be 
Bent on to those who have earned 
them. Tho three who have completed 
the Carpeuter'a Course, were esti- 
mated of so nearly equal merit in 
their work, that it could not be de- 
cided which one abould receive the 
prize of a box of tools, given by Mr. 
W. R. Belknap of Louisville, one of 
the College Trustees, and a happy 
compromise was effected by giving a 
box of tools to each one of the three. 
Diplomas were awarded to the grad 
nates from Domestic Science, Normal 
and Academic Departments and de 
grees conferred on the College grad 
nates. The President then announced 
that the College conferred the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity on Rev. Mason 
E. Fuller of Binghamton, N. Y., and 
Rev. A. E. Thomson, of tbe Union 
Church in Berea. The morning sea 
sion waa concluded by the singing of 
tbe Battle Hymn of the Republic. 

The address of Rev. Wm. E. Bar- 
ton, D.D., of Chicago, waa the first 
important feature of the evening 
program. He gave three reasons 
why the people of Kentucky and 
surrounding states should support 
Berea. First, after studying here the 
value of the student's time aud labor 
is much more than the cost of his 
stay at the College. Secondly, the 
lives of the students are made broader 
nnd deeper than they could otherwise 
be. Thirdly, the larger lives of the 
Btudeuts spread the influence of tbe 
College and its ideals amoug a much 
larger number of tboae who never 
attend it, and thus its work is multi 
plied.

vice be bad given him as be started 
out iu the business world: "When you 
get a job and they tell you to do one 
thing, go and do ft/v*.'"

Judge Beckner asked and received 
permission of the chairman to enter 
a protest against such sentiments. 
Those days were good enough, he 
said, for the few lord* of creation 
who owned all the property, land and 
slaves and did as they pleased, but 
how about the rest of the people. 
It is nonsense to say that those days 
were better for the majority of the 
I " ■ | •!' Let us get all nonsense 
al>' ait "the lost cause" and the "old 
ideals" out of our heads, and remem 
her that the war is over, and let us 
get in line with other people who are 
living iu the present.

He 
claimed the privilege also in his re- 
marks when he said that ho hoped 
that no graduate of Berea would ever 
become a "theological preacher." 
He had no objection to their becoin 
ing preachera, but he wanted them to 
preach the simple gospel, without 
being adulterated by "theology." 
Probably there was an important 
truth hidden in that remark of bis, 
although it would certainly apply far 
less to present day graduates of our 
best theological seminaries than to 
many other more confident and less 
practical preachers of "doctrine." 
Our neighbor, Dr. Snoaden of Paint 
Lick, made a few very pleasant re- 
marks in spite of his wife's careful 
instructions. The last address was 
given by Rev. Mr. Schultz of Ft.

a direct consequence of the system of 
administration that prevails. The va- 
rious departments are under the direct 
control of aupiTintendenla who claim 
to use full authority In dealing with 
the employes and who seem to ignore 
all considerations except those of tbe 
account book. Under this system 
proper care of the produrta and of tht 
health and comfort of the employes 
Is Impossible, and the consumer suf- 
fers In consequence. The insanltaty 
conditions In which the laborers work 
and Ihe feverish pace which they art 
forced to malmaln inevitably affect 
their health. Physi. lane state thnt 
tuberculosis Is disproportionately prev. 
Blent In the atock yards, and Ihe tic 
Urns of this disnase expectorite on tht 
spongy wooden floors tf the dark 
workrooms, from whleh falling serapa 
of meat ere later shoveled up to be 
converted Into food products. 

In severs! establishment^ well man- 
aged restaurants were provided for tht 
clerical force, and In one Instance a 
smoking room wsu provided for there; 
but ao provision was found anywhert 
for a place to eat for the male labor* 
era. In pleasant weather thoy eat 
their luncheon sitting outdoors along 
the edge of the sidewalk, or any place 
where they can find standing room. In 
winter, howeter, and In Inclement 
weather their lunches bate to be eat- 
en In rooms that in many cases art 
stifling and nauseating Kating roomt 
are provided in a number of placet 
for women workers In the various do 
partments; and In most of the largo 
establishments coffee Is servod them at 
a penny a rup Beyond the meager 
consideration for their convenience at 
seal times, tosreely tny evidence Is 
found thst sny one gave a thought to 
their comfort 

Inspection before slaughter appears 
to have little value in roost rases. That 
undue advantage of this inspection Is 
taken by outside parlies Is charged, 
and opportunities for such are abund- 
ant, but no specific eviden -e was pre- 
sented to us. 

Inspection after slaughter appears 
to be carefully and eonsolentlou.-iy 
made. Th«> government veterinarians 
maintain that it Is adequate In.dslInK 
that a passing examination of certain 
glands, of tbe vlseeia. and of the gen- 
eral condition of Hip carcass is suf- 
fli lent lo enable an expert, engared 
constantly on work, to delect at on<e 
the presence of disease, or ot abnormal 
conditions. On the slightest Indha- 
tion of discaae or abnormal conditions 
the rarcass Is tagged and set aside for 
a later and more carefnl examination. 
1 here ehoold, however, be more pre- 
cautions taken to insure that the In- 
struments used be kept antlseptlcally 
clean.

Stites, Idaho, May 2H. 



To the Rrtitor or The Citi«en 

Allow me to go Imck a few miles 
from Toluca. the place where I left 
oft* in my last letter, and give the 
reader an idea of Custer's last battle 
ground in Montana. It lien a few 
huudred yards from the railroad on 
the north side and lietfteen the Big 
Horn ami Rosebud rivers. There are 
monuments marking the last resting 
pluce of General Custer and his men. 

Our arrival at Billings, Montana, 
at 10:40 brought us to the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, which we traveled 
on a parallel to the Yellowstone riv- 
er for a distance of 123 miles, passing 
some of the picturesque scenery of 
Montana. 

We arrived at Livingston, Mont., 
at 2:45 p. m. This town is situated 
on the Yellowstone river, and, trav 
eliug east one would change cars to 
tlie Yellowstone National Park, Wy. 
Here is the finest union depot west 
of St. Paul. Here was attached an 
extra engine to carry us across the 
Rockies. After crossing a |x>rtion 
of the mountains, we came to the 
Butte Tunnel, which is more than 
two miles long, by which we passed 
under the main range of the Rockies. 
At this point the mountains are over 
12,000 feet high. At 7 p. m. we 
were on the summit of the highest 
mouutaiu and the sun was shining 
bright and throwing its rays of light 
on the snow cap-, preseutiug the 
most wonderful view. The sun was 
hidden from view at 8:10 p. m., by 
eastern time, and it became dark. 
Then ne came to Silver Bow river, 
named by two miners or prospectors 
on aeeiug the auu's light upon it at 
•n early hour in the moruiug. At 
2:20 a. tn. Sunday, we crossed the 
Coeur D'Alene Mountains. Here we 
entered North Idaho, and, traveling 
for quite a distance, we came to the 
lieautiful Pend d'Oreille Lain- which 
ia the finest body of water I ever saw. 
It is situated lietween two large 
mountains which run down to the 
water's edge. It is mote than five 
miles wide and thirty live miles loug 
aud is noted for its fine fish. 

Now allow me to give you an idea 
of the prairies of the northwest. Af- 
ter leaving this most magnificent 
lake, we found we were going on a 
parallel line across Idaho, Which is a 
plateau country, more thau 1,000 feet 
high and, looking orn it- vast plain, 
one could see great herds of cattle 
feeding on prairie grass. Scarcely 
any timber was to lie seen, only as 
you glanced to the east, in the direc- 
tion of the main range of the Rock- j 
iea. We arrived at Spokane, Wash , 1 
at 10:10 p. m. Monday, where we j 
changed cars to Potlatch Jet , Idaho. I 
Spokane is a beautiful city, situated 
upon a vast plateau, and more than 
12,000 feet high It ia the center of

Hcuceforlh 
he w ill classify muii as follows: First, 
honest meu, tht ise who try to |>ay 
their way, earn what they get, tell 
the truth to those who desert e it, 
and leave the world lietter because 
they hate lived in it. Second, 
thieves, those who steal shirts off the 
preacher's clothes line, those who 
cheat a colored man or take copjwrs 
from a blind man's hat, those who 
loot a district, county, or state tress 
ury.and John D. Rockefeller. Third, 
those who take the local pa|>er as 
long as it is sent without any call 
for |>ay, but, when a bill for arrears 
is rendered, pay no attention to it, 
refuse their |>aper at the post thee 
or write that "they never asked to 
have the pa|» r sent to them lievi ad 
the first term of subscription." These 
shall have the greab'et comic nutation. 

The editor bos also learned to be 
grateful for any small comtneudalinn 
of his work, and at least to simulate 
indifference when his best efforts are 
misconstrued and he is criticised for 
that for which he is in no way re 
sponsible. He drops his mautle, 
somewhat worn and with here and 
there a hole iu it, on the shoulders 
of his successor, and wishes him all 
the success that is possible in the 
situation.
